CLUB OF TWENTY
AT WESTHAMPTON

Postmaster Allan and Associates
Buy Forty Acres for Half as

as Many Bungalows.
Postmaster Edgar Allan, Jr., and

twelve assoclat'.-s have purchased forty
acres of land flve mlles from Rich¬
mond, adjoinlng the Richmond Cojlegc
site at Westhampton, from Jacob F.
£haw, for the purpose of bulldins a
iclubhouse and a fishlng preserve. The
'club wlll be organized and chartered
as the Westhampton Country and Fish¬
lng Club.

There wlll be only twenty members.
Each will havo a bungalow and one
incre of land. A dam wlll be bullt
facross the east branch of Wosthamp-
>ton Creek, between two hllls. Thls
jwlll form a lake covering about twen-
,ty acres. The lake will he stocked
^'lth game flsh, -ajlt ls expected that a

.'lot of tish wMl lie -secured from the
Jgovernmcnt.

The property and improvements, ex-
S«luslve of the bungalows, will cost
Jabout $20,000. An arteslan well wlll
jbe drlven to furnish water for tho club.
IAn electric power plant and sewage
tsystem will be Installed, as \Vcll as
iother modern improvements.

The buildings will be ready for oc¬
cupancy by early spring. Work wlll
begin in a short tlme on the dam and
jelubhouse. lt ls expected the lake
JtvIH be stocked with flsh thls fall.

BOLLING SAYS
SEWERISURGENT

Efforts to Break Deadlock Over
Broad Street Im¬

provement.
Thore was no quorum of the Coun-

cil Commltteo on Streets yesterday af¬
ternoon, and the business was ad¬
journed untll next Thursday afternoon
at 5 o'clock.

Clty Engineer liojllag brought to
the attentlon of the members present
the urgent need of laying the pro¬
posed north slde deep sewer on Broad
Street before any steps are taken for
repavlng or smoothing tbe roadbed of
the street. The Streot Commlttee rec-
ommended the laying of thls proposed
sewer from Adams to Nlnth at a cost
of about $16,000, the amount to come
out of the recent bond issue for sew¬
ers. The resolution was rejected by
the Common Councll on Tuesday nlght,
through what appears to be a deud-
lock between the Committees on
Streets and Finance over the uses tc
whlch the bond Issue ls to be placed.

Prevlous to the issuance of $1,500,-
000 last" year, Clty Engineer Bolling
drew up a 11st of urgently neoded sew¬
ers in. the old clty and annexcd ter¬
rltory, amounting approxlmately tc
$900,000 in cost.

After debato the Flnance Commlttee
added in tho cost of completlng the
new hlgh school, the cost of the new
Hanover. Avenue Public School, an
item of about $200,000 for water malns
and issued bonds to tho total amount
of $1,500,000. all of which were sold
last year. The Street Commlttee con-
tends that the bond issue was a gen¬
eral one with $960,000 set apart. for
sewers generally, to be used where-
ever lt may seem best, whlle the Fl¬
nance Committee holds that the issue
was for the speclflcally llsted sewers,
and that it should not be diverted.
So much money having been provided
for sewers by bond Issue, however
thero was only a very small approprl¬
atlon in the annual budget this yeai
for sewers, the statement belng madt
when tht- budget, was adopted that ur¬

gently needed sewers could bo bull'
from the bond issue funds. Until th«
two committees get together and th.
Councll solves the situatlon, a larg<
part of the contemplated work ls tlec
up and the money is lying idle lt
bank.

University College of Medicinc
Adopts American Association

Currictilum.

TRUSTEES FREE TO SELECT

To Increase Number of Business
Men on Board.Chairs

Establishcd.

At a meeting of the board ot trus¬
tees of the University Collego of Med-
Icine held last nlght In the olliccs o£
Dr. Stuart McGuire, al whlch Judge
Georgo I> Christlan preslded, the our-
rlctllurrl proposed by the Association of
American Medical Colleges was adopt¬
ed. Thls Introduces no new subjects,
lt ls underatood, but provldes a dif¬
ferent dlsti'lbutlon of the tlme aliot-
ted to each branch. The chlef Im¬
provement lies ln the increased at¬
tentlon glven to laboratory teachlng.

All members of tlie faculty offered
tholr rcslgnatlons In order to leave the
board free to readjust tlie professor-
ships to meet the needs of the new
currlculum, At a meeting which wlll
be held on ne.xt Tuesday nlght, the oc-

cupants of the various chairs wlll be
selected. ln the meanwhile, it is ex¬

pected that al] candldates will make
written appllcatlon to tbo president
of tlie faculty.

ln vlow of the great demonstration
on the part of the Rlchmond people in
contrlbutlng to the rebulldlng fund, lt
was declded lo Increase the represen-
tatlon of buslness men on the board of
trustees. In order to arrange for these
new members, present members ot tho
board who are also members of the
faculty have offered to retlre, and lt
ls probable that thelr proposal will be
accepted.

GOING TO SEE COLONEL

Dclegation, With Cii 1 cs Jackson
as Member, to Call on

Him July 17.

If the prcmotcrs of tho Colored
Stato Falr Assoclatlon carry out the
prograni niapped out, ex-President
Roosevelt," Booker T. Washlngton and
Jack Johnson wlll bo among tho at¬
tractions at the falr which wlll be
held at the state Falr Grounds Octo¬
ber 21 to 29,
Ex-ITesldent Roosevelt will be ln-

vlted to deilver an address on condi¬
tlons as he found them in Afrlea on

hls huntlng trip. Washlngton wlll be
expected to dlscuss the progress the
negro is maklng ln the Houth. John¬
son wlll not Indulgc ln a prlze flght
or boxlng match. but wlll do a vaurte-
vlllo stunt, and be as much ln tbe
Ilmellght as posslble.
For months Ieading colored men or

Richmond and other cities and States
have been planning for tho falr. The
necossary capital has been secured.
Accordlng to GUes B Jackson, dlrec¬
tor general. promlnent white people
are among the stockholders.

To Sea- Roosevelt .luly 17.
A letter received from Mr. Roose¬

velt yesterdny ln reply to un lnvita-
tlon to deilver nn address at the falr
has encouraged the promotcrs. A

commlttee composed of "W. D. Crum,
mlnlster to Llberla; John C. Dancey,
reglster of deeds of the District of
Columbia under Prosidents McKlnley
and Roosevelt: H. F. Cummtngs, the
only colored member of the Clty Coun¬
cll of Baltimore, and Olles B. Jackson
wlll go to New York on July 17 to

see Mr. Roosevelt.
While ln New York tlie commlttee

wlll meet Jack Johnson's manager and
make hlm a proposltlon to have hlm
come to Richmond.

Oiles lackson said yesterday that
he had wrltten to the clerk of the
court In every county In the State of

Vlrginia, requestlng that tbe names of
ten Ieading colored men who have the
confidence and respect of colored and
white people be furnlshed hlm. He
said that he has received replles from
every clerk, giving the names of a

dozen from each county. These negroes
wlll be appointed to promote the falr
in thelr various sectlons.

Plnnued on HIk l.lnes.
The colored falr wlll be conducted

on the same llnes as the Vlrglnla State
Falr. An effort will be made to have
the colored people exhlblt products
of thelr farms. aa well aa articles ot
their handlwork and manufacture.
Jackson said the negroes in North Car¬
olina have for several years held a
falr of thelr own the week following
the State Fair, and havo been very
successful. He explalns that the fair
to bo held In Richmond should re-

dound to the' credlt o fthe negroes and
encourage them to do somethlng for
themselves. He said white people all
over the State are encouraging the
movement.
On next Thursday night John C. Dan¬

cey wlll deilver an address on the
roof garden of the Mechanles' Savlngs
Bank, at Thlrd and Clay Streets, in
the lnterest of the falr.

H. F. Curamlngs, the lone colored
member of the Councll of Baltimore,
ls tho man who seconded the nomina¬
tion of Theodore Roosevelt for Presi¬
dent on behalf of the colored people of
the United States. W. D. Crum Is the
negro appointed by Mr. Roosevelt as
collector of tho port at Charlcston.
The Senate refused to confirm the ap¬
polntment. President Roosevelt's ac¬
tion created a storm of protest and
bltte_r denunciatlon all over the South.
Crum was recently appointed mlnlster
to Llberla by President Taft.

LIGHTNING HITS
. IE. TILLER

Bolt Strikes Flag Pole of Buckroe
Beach Bath House and Passes

Through Roof to Room.
Mrs, Robert Elwood Tlller. of Hen¬

rlco county, was brought to this clty
last nlght suffering from a severe
lightning shock, sustalned yesterday
afternoon at Buckroe Beach. A bolt
of lightning struck the flag pole, sur-
mountlng the main bath-house, and
after spllntering that passed downward
through a room ln whlch Mrs. Tlller
was dressing.

Mrs. Tlller was made unconscious
by the bolt, and for sotne tlme uiter-ward was In such conditlon that sho
could not move. The actuai iniurles,
however, were found to be a sllght
burn on her foot and a rather savere
nervous shock.

Dr. J. Wllton Iiopo was called ln to
attend Mrs. Tlller Immedlately after
she was injured, and wlthln a veryshort while she was able* to go to her
room ln tho hotel. Later lt was de¬
clded to bring her home, and she came
back last night. It was stated ln her
home last nlght that her lnjuries were
very sllght. and that she would bo able
to go about the houso to-day
The bolt of lightning whlch struck

the flag pole on the bath-house and
Injured Mrs. Tlller dld very little dam-
age otherwlso. A few boards were
tom from tho bulldlng and the flaa:
pole shattered.

M'CARTHY LIKELY
TO ENTER RACE

Looms Up on Political Horizon
as Possiblc Cand-idate

for Governor.

BUT NAMES CONDITIONS

Believes Legislature Should -Re-
licvc Candidatcs From Heavy

Expense.

State Accounlant Carlton McCarthy,
formerly Mayor of P.lchmond, an¬

nounced yesterday tliat under certaln
conditlons he would be a candldate for
Governor of Vlrglnla and that he
would stump the entire State ln pros¬
ecutlon of hls carivass, Mls flrst nn-

riouncemenl that he was ln the raco to
a linlsli and would make lt hot for
such opponents as Henry C. Stuart.
Joseph 0. Willard, Rlchard Evelyn
I3yrd and other posslble gubernatorlal
tlmber was later quallfled by three con.
dltlons: lf hls llfe ls spared and hls
present henlth and strength are con¬
tlnued during tho next three years;
lf hc can lnduce the next Legislature
or the public to assume the cost of a

State primary, and If no personal
frlend to whom he Is lndebtcd for
personal regurfl and confldence and
good wlll should deslre the posltlon,
In whlch event he would wlthdraw.

l'lcctloii In Secbndary.
Wlth characterlstlc Independence.

the former Mayor Is frank to say that
hls election as Governor ls but a sec¬
ondary purposo ln view, since hls mere
candldacy would open vltal questlons
upon whlch the people of the whole
State should pass. He stated that lt
ls hls deslre to be In a posltlon before
the publlc whlch wlll give him the
rlght and privilege of exprcsslng his
vlows on vltal State questlons, not aa a
subordlnate, but as ono whose right
and duty both require lt.

Captaln McCarthy expresses the
view that hls candldacy alone wlll
ralse questlons and make Issues whlch
he believes should be pressed and ar-
gued, holding as he doca that thoy are
fiisues whlch deeply Involve tho public
welfare. Accordlng to his own state-
ment, hls primary purpose in thus an-
nouncing his candldacy threo years be-
_»re the contest is that there may be
a fearless and unselllsh debate of
every vltal questlon, Issue and policy
affectini,' the honor and welfare of the
Commonwealth. Further than thls he
would not definltely speclfy the Issues
on whlch he proposes to make his cam-
paiKti. Hls platform wlll be ono of
honesty und morallty, for clean admln-
istratlon of the State government
along the prlnclples of Democracy. The
issues ot his campaign will be more
strictly on lines of morallty and right-
eousness ln publlc affalrs than any
political light of rucent years.
The proposed canvass of the State

hy Captaln McCarthy wlll include
joint debates with any opponents in
every section of tha? State, with a view
of informing the people on the issuea.
His entry Into the llBts, however,^ is
predlcted on the next Legislature en-
actlng a law to provide for the State
assuming the expenses of primary
elections. He argues that at present
lt ls lmpossible for a man of moder-
ate means to run for ofllce, since the
expenses of such a campaign would
amount to from $10,000 to 515,000.

I'nrim-r Mayor of Illctaanond.
Captaln McCarthy Is a native of

P.lchmond, and a veteran of the Con¬
federate servlce. He is the author or
a hlstory of Rlchmond and of remlni-
scences of life as a Confederate sol¬
dier. Ho ls well known as a student
of munlclpai and State affalrs, havlng
been for some tlmo Special Account-
ant of Richmond. He conducted two
remarkable "ilve wire" campalgns
against former Mayor R. M. Taylor, ln
the second of whlch he was elected
Mayor of Rlchmond, being hlmself In
turn defeated two years ago by Mayor
D. C. Rlchardson. He has since acted
as special accountant for a commlt¬
tee of the State Legislature, and was

recently elected State Accountant, a
new posltlon created by the recent ses¬
sion of the Legislature.

Willis Jackson, colored. charged wlth

attemptinK" to break into tho home of
Edward Schrunk, of Henrico county,
had hls case finally settled yesterday
when Magistrate Lewis sent him to
the county jail for one year. Jackson
attempted to break Into the home of
Schrunk, but was met at a wlndow by
Mr. Schrunk, who shot hlm in the face
wlth buckshot.
When Magistrate Lewis first tried

the case he sent It to the grand iury,
but the grand Jury looked into the
matter yesterday and declded that lt
was nothlng more than a misdomeanor.
and sent the case back to the magis¬
trate for trlaL

Farris Dobson. colored, charged wlth
house-bi-eaking. was tried tn the Hen¬
rico Circuit Court yesterday and sent
to the penltentlary for one year. Dob¬
son broke into the store o£ Harris
Johnson last February and carrled
away $300 in money.

I-Ub
mother went to hls asslstance and
nucceeded ln Inducing the uuthorltles
to dlsmlsa the case. It is claimed
that tho lad'a ir.ental conditlon ls such
that he is not responslble for hls
acts.
The boy waa placed in a school,

known as the Boys* Republic, located
a short distance from Annapolls, Md.
Monday evening, ln company wlth n
number of boys, young Runyon went
|p swlmmlng. About 6 o'clock he told
his playmatcs that he would dlve once
more from the spring board.

Took Kntnl Dlve.
The boys stopped thelr play to watch

the dlver. Runyon porched upou the
board and loaped head flrst Into the
streajn. He dld not come to the sur-
face. Reallztng somethlng had haii-
pencd hls eoinpanlons went to hls as-
slstance. In a ahort tlme Runyon wa?
brought to tho surface unconsclous.

Efforts wore mado to revls-e hlm. but
ho remained still nn.l unconsclous He
was then hurriedly carrled to the Unl
verslty Hospital. Dr. Runyon was
notltled. and she at once went to hl*
bodslde.
Surgeons told the mother that her

boy's splnal cord had been brok»»n
anl that ther was sllght hope of hls re-
covery. Unwllling to believe that he
was fatally Injured Mrs. Runyon de¬
clded to brlng hlm to Richmond. Ho
was brought to St l-uke's Hosp'tal
and Is being attended by Dr. Stuart
McGuIre, who said last nlght that he
has little hope that he will rccover.
Young Runyon evidently dlved too

near the shore and his head struck a
stone, which severed the splnal cord.
causlng paralysls of the back and Mds
He ls consclous and understands hls
condition and takes hls mlsfortuncs
phllosophtcally.
